insult' to 
town is 
rejected 
by leaders 

CIVIC leaders have 
slammed a report which 
branded Dudley as the 
worst town for shopping 
and fear it will damaged the 
borough’s prosperity. 

The town centre was 
ranked bottom of a list of 
500 shopping destinations 
across the country for shop¬ 
ping experience, claiming it 
had too many betting shops, 
charity stores and pawnbro¬ 
kers. 

Shopping areas across the 
Black Country faced criti¬ 
cism in the Vitality Index by 
retail consultants Harper 
Dennis Hobbs with Hale¬ 
sowen also condemned on 
the list at 433rd. 

In Dudley the report rec¬ 
ognised the town centre was 
hit by the Merry Hill shop¬ 
ping centre and did note 
some improvement but the 
number of empty shops was 
still high. 

Officials hit out at the 
report saying it fails to 
recognise the £200 million 
regeneration of the town 
centre that is taking place. 

Dudley’s deputy coun¬ 
cil leader, Councillor Pete 
Lowe, said the report was 
an ‘insult’. 

“Dudley has much to be 
proud of and I would urge 
people to visit us and see all 
that we have to offer before 
making judgements from 
misleading statistics,” he 
said._ 

Museum to 
boost figures 

A SCHOOLS visitor recep¬ 
tion at the Black Country 
Living Museum has been 
given the green light. 

Bosses at the attraction 
say the new standalone en¬ 
trance to the Tipton Road 
site will enable more schools 
to visit. Currently 60,000 
pupils visit the museum 
each year but it is hoped the 
new entrance and reception 
area could double the figure. 

Dudley Council’s devel¬ 
opment control committee 
voted five to two in favour 
of the proposals with one 
abstention. 


MOSQUE GETS 
THE GO-AHEAD 


CONTROVERSIAL plans for a new 
mosque in Dudley have been given 
the go ahead. 

At a heated meeting of Dudley Council’s 
Development Control Committee on Monday 
planning chiefs voted five to three in favour of 
the proposals, which will see the development 
of a 52 ft high curved roof mosque with a 62 ft 


minaret in Hall Street. 

The development is set to 
include a 120 space two-sto- 
rey car park, a sports centre, 
an enterprise and education 
centre and a community 
centre. 

Police were stationed 
outside the Council House 
from 4pm onwards as people 
gathered to gain access to 
the public gallery. The doors 
were locked after the maxi¬ 
mum allocation of 50 places 
was filled, leaving dozens of 
furious protesters outside. 

Parking 

During the meeting op¬ 
position was raised over 
the size and design of the 
three-storey building and 
lack of parking in the area. 

UKIP Councillor Roger 
Scott-Dow said he feared 
parking facilities at the 
site would not be adequate, 
while Councillor David 
Caunt said he opposed the 
plans because they lacked 
detail as to when each stage 
of the job would be com¬ 
pleted. 

The authority’s former 
deputy leader, Tim Wright, 
told the meeting: “Both the 
scale and size of the archi¬ 
tecture are alien to Dudley’s 
existing buildings and would 
not be in keeping with the 
surrounding area. 

“The proposal would also 
increase traffic problems on 
surrounding roads.” 

He added that the de¬ 
velopment could have a

negative impact on social 
cohesion in Dudley and en¬ 
courage ‘extremists’. 

Councillor Qadar Zada, 
chairman of the Develop¬ 
ment Control Committee, 
said the development had 
been shrouded in contro¬ 
versy simply because of the 
religious aspect. 

He said: “The site offers 
far more than just a mosque. 
Very few people are talking 
about the benefits of an en¬ 
terprise, training and edu¬ 
cation centre in one of the 
most deprived areas in the 
borough.” 

The council received 370 
letters of support and a pe¬ 
tition backing the applica¬ 
tion with 1,718 signatures, 
while 885 letters were sent 
in against the plans. 

The latest designs fol¬ 
low a previously failed bid, 
which had a taller minaret 
at 109ft. 

Dr Khurshid Ahmed, di¬ 
rector at Dudley Muslim As¬ 
sociation, said the issue had 
opened up wounds within 
the community that needed 
to be healed. “Sadly rela¬ 
tionships within the town 
have been messed up and it 
is about time we all started 
to rebuild,” he added. 

The plan could be halted 
by a High Court hearing 
next year on whether the 
land should revert to council 
ownership.

HUGE stores of grit are piled high 
ready for workers to hit the streets 
of Dudley when the winter weather 
turns nasty. 

Workers are monitoring the weather 
and the state of the roads and are on 
standby to begin their work. 

A dedicated ‘weather watch’ scheme 
will also be implemented so people can 
get all the information they need on 
school closures, any affected services 
and gritting information, as some pre¬ 
dict a harsh winter ahead. 

Borough transport boss Councillor 
Khurshid Ahmed said: “The winter 
can be a very challenging time for 


us. Obviously we cannot control the 
weather but preparations are in hand 
ahead of any severe weather. 

“We have a total of 4,000 tonnes 
of salt being delivered in addition to 
2,500 tonnes we already have in stock. 

Bins 

“Our gritting team, based at the 
council’s Lister Road depot, will be on 
hand to work around the clock to keep 
470 kilometres of road clear during 
any severe weather.” 

Unlike neighbouring Sandwell bor¬ 
ough, which has provided over 500 
specialised anti-snow kits to residents, 


Dudley Council says it has instead 
placed a focus on making grit bins 
readily available 

“We also have a network of 1,072 
grit bins across the borough which 
have been filled and are ready for peo¬ 
ple to use when the freezing weather 
comes,” said Councillor Ahmed. 

The borough has 10 gritters and a 
team of some 60 staff ready to get to 
work to keep Dudley on the move. A 
single gritting run will use anything 
between 35-75 tonnes of grit. 

Teams are ready for action now as 
forecasters predict a big drop from the 
milder temperatures of recent weeks. 


Accused 
has denied 
murder of 
pensioner 

A MAN has denied murder¬ 
ing Halesowen pensioner 
Cynthia Beamond and a 
London man. 

Leo Barnes, aged 32, who 
is alleged to have killed Mrs 
Beamond and Philip Silver- 
stone on consecutive days in 
June, pleaded not guilty to 
two counts of murder during 
a hearing at Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Crown Court. 

The body of Mrs Bea¬ 
mond, aged 80, was found 
hidden inside her semi-de¬ 
tached house in Juliet Road, 
Howley Grange, on June 29 
after she was reported miss¬ 
ing by family members. 

Attack 

A post-mortem examina¬ 
tion found she died from 
head injuries suffered dur¬ 
ing a violent attack. 

Mr Silverstone, who had 
been stabbed, was found 
dead on June 30 at his flat 
in Spencer House, Belsize 
Park, north-west London, 
after concerns were raised 
for his welfare. 

Barnes, of Runcorn Road, 
Balsall Heath, Birmingham, 
is formally accused of mur¬ 
dering Mrs Beamond on 
June 27, while Mr Silver- 
stone’s murder is alleged to 
have taken place on June 
28. 

A further hearing in the 
case will be held on No¬ 
vember 28. Barnes was re¬ 
manded in custody.

A BRIERLEY Hill pub is 
creating 15 jobs as the re¬ 
sult of a £194,000 makeover. 

The Corn Exchange in 
Amblecote Road closed tem¬ 
porarily on November 3 to 
begin an extensive trans¬ 
formation into a Flaming 
Grill pub restaurant, part of 
Spirit Pub Company. It will 
re-open on Sunday after a 
complete refurbishment. 

Corn Exchange general 
manger Craig Delday said: 
“We’re sure that regulars 
and new guests alike will be 
impressed.”

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fears threat to Black Country 


UKIP NIEP 

THE name Greater Birmingham 
may be off the table but there are 
fears that a combined authority for 
Birmingham and the Black Country 
will erode their identities. 

UKIP West Midlands MEP Bill 
Etheridge says he will fight the cre¬ 
ation of a combined authority. But 
his sound of the alarm has been 
rubbished by a council leader who 
spearheaded the negotiations. 


The Labour-run councils say they 
need to be in a position to handle 
any devolved powers they might be 
offered in the wake of the Scottish 
independence referendum. Both 
Tories and Labour say they will 
give greater powers to regions and 
Chancellor George Osborne has 
resurrected the idea of an elected 
mayor in Birmingham, despite a ref¬ 
erendum ruling it out two years ago. 


Sedgley councillor Mr Etheridge 
raised his concerns in Brussels, 
saying: “Birmingham and the Black 
Country are just that, they are Bir¬ 
mingham and the Black Country 
not just some centralised entity. 
Each has their own character and 
the priority should be increased 
local accountability and democracy 
not more unnecessary centralisa¬ 
tion. I will be holding a series of 


public meetings on this overt EU- 
led threat to our local identities. 

“I am extremely worried more 
power will be taken away from the 
people.” 

Sandwell Council leader Council¬ 
lor Darren Cooper said: “No one is 
talking about taking away the iden¬ 
tity of any part of the Black Coun¬ 
try. We won’t support the name 
Greater Birmingham either. “ 


Councils join forces but 
not as 'Greater Brum' 


THE Black Country and Birmingham are to 
join forces in a single, combined authority to 
try to gain more powers and funding. 

But the controversial name Greater Birmingham 
is being blocked in favour of the all-encompassing 
West Midlands Combined Authority or Birmingham 
and the Black Country.

Organisers from the Dud¬ 
ley and South Staffordshire 
branch of the Campaign 
for Real Ale have chosen 
a parrot logo for the festi¬ 
val glasses this year. It is 
in honour of the Dudley 
Zoo parrot that was once 
featured in the cage at 
Birdcage Walk in the town 
centre. Because of the logo 
the Saturday during the fair 
will have a pirate theme. 

The beer festival will be 
running in Dudley Town 
Hall from November 27 to 
29 and is being sponsored by 
Woodsetton-based Holden’s 
Brewery. 

The event will also fea¬ 
ture real ciders and perrys, 
bottled foreign beers and 
fruit wines. 

The entrance package of 
£15 on Thursday and Fri¬ 
day includes £2 refundable 
glass hire and beer tokens to 
the value of £9.50. Unused 
tokens can be cashed in or 
donated to charity. Camra 
members get a discount. 
On Saturday admission in¬ 
cludes £13 worth of tokens 
and the £2 refundable glass 
hire Opening hours are 
Thursday 5.30pm to 11pm 
and Friday and Saturday, 12 
noon to 11pm. 


are teaming up with Bir¬ 
mingham City Council after 
their leaders thrashed out 
a deal. The councils would 
continue independently but 
their leaders, or represent¬ 
atives, would sit on a new 
board that looks at issues of 
joint concern, such as trans¬ 
port and regeneration. 

The move is part of a plan 
to get greater powers over 
funding without the need to 
go cap in hand to Whitehall 
for access to public money. 

Council leaders said un¬ 
less they joined together on 
matters that affected the 
whole West Midlands, they 
would be left behind. They 
promised the combined au¬ 
thority would not involve a 
new tier of politicians and 
would not cost any more 
money to run 

Councillor David Sparks, 
leader of Dudley Council, 
said: “We need a combined 
authority in the West Mid¬ 
lands to compete with other 
areas which have already 
gone down this route. There 
is evidence from around the 
country, such as in Greater 
Manchester, that where 
councils work in a more co¬ 
ordinated way they secure 
significantly greater pro¬ 
portions of national govern¬ 
ment investment.” 

Councillor Darren 
Cooper, leader of Sandwell 
Council, had imposed a 
deadline of Christmas to 
complete the deal. 

He said the name Greater 
Birmingham was off the 
table. “I don’t support that. 
Neither will the rest of the 
Black Country,” he added.

Leader of 
council 
taken ill at 
Commons 

THE leader of Dudley 
Council leader has been 
recovering after collapsing 
while giving evidence dur¬ 
ing a committee hearing at 
the House of Commons. 

Councillor David Sparks, 
who is also Chairman of 
the Local Government As¬ 
sociation, became unwell 
at a session in London on 
Thursday. 

He had attended the ses¬ 
sion of the Political and 
Constitutional Reform 
Committee session, which 
was hosting discussions on 
devolution across the UK. 

The session was sus¬ 
pended for 45 minutes after 
Councillor Sparks became 
unwell while answering a 
question. 

A spokesperson for the 
Local Government Asso¬ 
ciation said: “Councillor 
Sparks became unwell when 
giving evidence. It was not 
serious. He recovered soon 
afterwards. He left to go 
home shortly afterwards.” 

The organisation posted 
on message through its 
Twitter account saying: 
“Our Chair was briefly un¬ 
well at today’s Select Com¬ 
mittee but is now fine and 
heading home, thanks to 
those who expressed con¬ 
cern.” 

Councillor Sparks is also 
a ward councillor for Quarry 
Bank and Dudley Wood. 

Police discover 
cannabis farm

The reality 
is quite different.”

VIOLENCE broke out at 
a junior football match in 
Stourbridge 

Police were called after an 
official was allegedly head¬ 
butted and a car driven onto 
the pitch during the match 
between under 18s sides 
Stourbridge Juniors and 
Black Country Rangers. 

Birmingham County FA 
anded both teams a miscon¬ 
duct charge. Four Rangers 
players have been banned 
for violent conduct and two 
face misconduct charges. 
One Stourbridge player is 
serving a three match ban 
for violent conduct. 

FA discipline boss Mike 
Fellows praised the referee’s 
actions during the game at 
the King Edwards ground, 
saying “He did a really good 
job in taking down as much 
information as he could. 
Both teams have apologised 
to him.” 

Touble flared at the end 
of the Youth Challenge Cup 
first round tie on October 
26, which Tipton-based 
Rangers won 2-1. 

A police spokeswoman 
said: “A 44-year-old man 
informed them he had been 
headbutted and an individ¬ 
ual present fully admitted 
the offence. The individual 
has written a letter of apol¬ 
ogy and that has been ac¬ 
cepted by all parties.” 

Help to buy 
benefits 335 

THE number of people in 
Dudley who have benefited 
from the help to buy scheme 
has reached 335. 

The latest statistics pub¬ 
lished by England Housing 
Minister, Brandon Lewis, 
has revealed that across 
the UK 54,000 home own¬ 
ers have received assis¬ 
tance through the project 
that helps people to get on 
the property ladder with a 
smaller deposit than usual. 

More than 1,200 people 
in the Black Country have 
bought homes using the 
schemes. There have been 
5,547 loans in total with 337 
in Wolverhampton and 304 
in Sandwell.

US-style primary to choose Tory candidate

A US-style open primary will offer 
voters the chance to select a Tory 
candidate in a key marginal West 
Midlands seat of Dudley South. 

The Conservatives are inviting 
people to choose from a shortlist of 
candidates to replace Chris Kelly, 
who is standing down after one 
term. The move copies political par¬ 
ties in the USA who let voters have 
the final say on the candidates, even 
if they are not party members. 

It has been used in the recent 
Clacton by-election, which the 
Tories lost to UKIP, and in the 


upcoming Rochester and Strood 
by-election. 

People have until November 21 
to register at the website www.dud- 
ley southconservatives. com/open-pri 
mary and a public meeting will take 
place on November 26. It is open to 
anyone who lives in the constitu¬ 
ency and is aged 18 or over. 

The constituency takes in Brier- 
ley Hill, Brockmoor and Pensnett, 
Kingswinford North and Wall 
Heath, Kingswinford South, Neth- 
erton, Woodside, St Andrews and 
Wordsley. At the last election there 


were more than 61,000 registered 
voters. 

The winning candidate will try to 
defend the 3,856 vote majority Mr 
Kelly won from Labour in 2010. But 
he or she will face competition from 
both Labour and UKIP. 

The Conservatives in Dudley 
were shocked earlier this month 
by the defection of two councillors 
— Glenis Simms and Cheryl Billing- 
ham — to Labour. 

Mr Kelly announced he would be 
leaving the Commons at the Gen¬ 
eral Election saying he had found 


it ‘increasingly difficult to find the 
right balance between my work and 
my personal and family life’ and 
that the ‘unpredictability of busi¬ 
ness in the Commons combined 
with driving back and forth between 
the West Midlands and London has 
meant that I haven’t been able to 
see those close to me as often as I’d 
like’. 

Today he threw his support be¬ 
hind the open primary process, 
adding: “I have always worked for 
everyone, regardless of whether or 
not they voted for me.” 


Schools link up to create 
academy education trust 


Boy, 


FOUR schools serving around 3,000 pupils 
across Dudley and Staffordshire will form a 
new education trust. 

Plans to convert to academies will be complete 
next month. 

Ellowes Hall Sports College, in Lower Gornal, Dudley, 
The Crestwood School, in Kingswinford, Edgecliff High 
School, in Kinver, and Ounsdale High School, in Wom- 
' bourne, will form the new 
academy trust. It is hoped 
the move will allow them to 
access ‘much-needed’ fund¬ 
ing for improvements. 

The multi-academy trust 
will go under the name In- 
victus, inspired by a poem by 
William Ernest Henley, and 
will be led by Ellowes Hall 
principal Andrew Griffiths. 
The Crestwood School’s 
headteacher described the 
move as ‘spectacular, suc¬ 
cessful and exciting’ after it 
won approval by the Secre¬ 
tary of State for Education. 

The new status will come 
into effect from December 1. 
The schools will gain more 
independence from local au¬ 
thorities by becoming acade¬ 
mies with sponsorship from 
Invictus Education Trust. 

The announcement comes 
months after an Ofsted in¬ 
spection into Crestwood 
rated it ‘good’, a year after 
it was judged ‘inadequate’. 

Headteacher Tony Bowles 
said: “This is a very care¬ 
fully planned collaboration. 
We are totally committed to 
ensuring all our students re¬ 
ceive the best possible edu¬ 
cation and experiences from 
a vast pool of shared exper¬ 
tise and resources. 

“We do, of course, main¬ 
tain our own independence 
and identity and will con¬ 
tinue to serve and represent 
our local communities.” 

Ellowes Hall principal 
Andrew Griffiths added: 
“In a couple of years we can 
be the best multi-academy 
trust in the country. “

A YOUNG boy was badly in¬ 
jured when he was involved 
in a collision with a car in 
Cradley Heath. 

The 11-year-old was cross¬ 
ing The Parade on Saturday 
night when he was injured. 

Paramedics were called 
to the scene shortly after 
8.20pm and treated him for 
hip, stomach and leg inju¬ 
ries before he was taken 
to Birmingham Children’s 
Hospital. 

Serious 

He also had some facial 
injuries. 

West Midlands Ambu¬ 
lance spokesman Jamie Ar- 
rowsmith said: “It quickly 
became apparent that the 
boy was seriously hurt and 
crews began treating him 
for pelvic, abdominal and 
leg injuries. 

“He was given pain re¬ 
lief, had both legs put into a 
splint and was immobilised 
before being taken to Bir¬ 
mingham Children’s Hospi¬ 
tal on alert.” 

She added: “Although the 
boy’s injuries were consid¬ 
ered serious, they are not 
thought to be life threaten¬ 
ing.” 



More attend Remembrance Sunday

RECORD numbers turned out to Re¬ 
membrance Sunday services, paying 
their respects to the men and women 
who lost their lives in two world wars 
and other conflicts. 

There were 4,000 attending Dud¬ 
ley’s Coronation Gardens Ceremony, 
more than ever before as the nation 
marks the centenary of the start of the 
First World War. 

Dudley North MP Ian Austin said 
he believed the events were so well at¬ 
tended as as people are ‘more aware 
than ever of the sacrifices that British 


armed forces have continued to make 
for their country’. He added: “They 
want to come out and show their sup¬ 
port and gratitude.” 

Poignant

Jealous ex-lover spared jail over arson 


A SPURNED lover who pushed a 
burning toilet roll through the let¬ 
terbox at the home of his former 
girlfriend has been spared jail. 

Arsonist Michael Woodall car¬ 
ried out the attack after he found 
out she was involved with another 
man, Wolverhampton Crown Court 
heard. 

The 20-year-old scrawled abusive 
messages on the walls outside her 


home in Crescent Avenue, Brierley 
Hill, before setting fire to a toilet 
roll and forcing it through the let¬ 
terbox. 

Recorder Mr Stuart Sprawson 
said: “This offence would usually be 
deserving of an immediate prison 
sentence but this is an exceptional 
case where I can make you the sub¬ 
ject of a community order.” 

The court heard that Woodall had 


been involved in a stormy 18-month 
relationship with the woman before 
the pair parted in November 2013. 

Mr Stuart Clarkson, prosecut¬ 
ing, said they were initially on good 
terms after their relationship ex¬ 
pired but that changed in February 
after the woman admitted she was 
seeing another man. Woodall em¬ 
barked on a campaign of threats via 
phone calls and text messages 


Mr Kevin Grego, defending, said: 
“His depressive illness now appears 
to be under control with appropri¬ 
ate medication.” 

Woodall, of Park Road, Lower 
Gornal, admitted committing arson. 
He was handed a two year commu¬ 
nity order with 200 hours unpaid 
work and ordered to pay £60. He 
was ordered not to contact his vic¬ 
tim or her mother for eight years. 


Stray horses costing 
taxpayers over £90k 


ALMOST £100,000 has been spent tackling 
the number of horses illegally grazing on a 
borough’s parks and nature reserves. 

Dudley Council used some of the £95,000 over the 
last financial year to pay an independent bailiff com¬ 
pany to impound the animals. 

This month the council continues to warn horse owners 
their animals will be taken if found on parks and nature 


reserves. 

The most recent action 
took place last month when 
two horses were seized 
from council-owned land off 
Bryce Road, Pensnett. 

The council has also re¬ 
vealed it has impounded 
more than 460 horses from 
roads and pathways over the 
past three years. 

RSPCA 

Officers say they work 
with animal charity RSPCA. 

Environment boss Coun¬ 
cillor Hilary Bills said: 
“The council has developed 
a range of policies and ser¬ 
vices to help deal with the 
problem, including the in¬ 
troduction of the reactive 
service to remove horses 
from the highway, in part¬ 
nership with the local police 
and a local horse removal 
contractor. 

“Since 2011 there have 
been more than 460 horses 
taken from the public high¬ 
way using this service, 
reducing the risk to pedes¬ 
trians, motorists and horses 
alike, and this service is 
seen as a model system na¬ 
tionwide.

“The council also regu¬ 
larly monitors the numbers 
of horses illegally fly grazing 
on council owned land and 
periodically takes action 
through a separate retained 
horse bailiff with specific 
targeted impoundment ac¬ 
tivity.” 

The council also posts en¬ 
forcement notices at certain 
locations warning anyone 
who may leave their horses 
on council-owned that the 
horses may be impounded. 

Officers say they con¬ 
tinue to check the health 
of animals grazing on coun¬ 
cil-owned land and work 
with the RSPCA and local 
vets when a horse requires 
treatment. 

Councillor Bills added: 
“Unfortunately the number 
of horses left in poor condi¬ 
tion by irresponsible owners 
can increase in the winter 
months. We adopt a robust 
monitoring regime.” 

The problem is mirrored 
in Sandwell, where author¬ 
ities have also been working 
with bailiffs. 


Gender abortions 'unacceptable' 

AN MP has called abortions on the basis of gender ‘com¬ 
pletely wrong’ after voting in favour of tougher measures 
against it. 

Ian Austin, who represents Dudley North, backed a vote 
to clarify the illegality of aborting foetuses based on their 
sex. MPs are calling for extra safeguards to tackle the esti¬ 
mated 1,400 sex selective abortions in the UK. 

Labour Mp Mr Austin said: “Sex selective abortion is 
completely wrong, and we need to be clear that it’s unac¬ 
ceptable at home or abroad. Any measure that helps elimi¬ 
nate this practice in the UK deserves our support.”

Increase in four-hour A&E waiting times 



MORE than 1,000 people waited at least 
four hours in accident and emergency at 
Russells Hall Hospital - a rise of more than 
200. But the trust in charge still beat its 
NHS-set target for the 13 weeks up to the 
end of September. 

There were 1,050 patients who waited 
more than four hours compared with 816 
people for the same period last year. 

The hospital kept within the target of 
95 per cent of people being treated at acci¬ 
dent and emergency within the four hours, 
hitting 95.9 per cent. The year before the 
hospital scored 96.6 per cent. The figures 


also showed the hospital had a rise in acci¬ 
dent and emergency admissions, up 1,562 to 
25,536 over the period. 

Paula Clark, chief executive at Dudley 
Group NHS Foundation Trust, said the 
hospital had not experienced the expected 
reduction in admissions over the summer. 

She said: “One reason was a real rise in 
demand. Demand from the public has in¬ 
creased but we have more elderly patients 
and also seen a steep rise in children under 
two attending.” 

Labour parliamentary candidate for Dud¬ 
ley South, Natasha Millward, will be ask¬ 


ing health bosses for a meeting. She said: 
“Waiting times have a massive impact on 
people who are ill and just want to be see 
as quickly and efficiently as possible. People 
are really concerned.” 

The increase in people waiting more than 
four hours at accident and emergency de¬ 
partments at Russells Hall Hospital is mir¬ 
rored at hospitals across the region. 

Sandwell and West Birmingham NHS 
Trust, which manages Sandwell General 
Hospital and City Hospital, had 3,345 pa¬ 
tients waiting more than four hours, out of 
39,216 admissions. 


The last elderly residents 
leave as care home closes 


A CARE home has closed with the loss of 21 
jobs as the last remaining elderly residents 
were found new accommodation. 

The Homestead at Prestwood was placed into the 
hands of administrators Diana Frangou and Dilip 
Dattani, of Baker Tilly, after its managing company 
Elysian Care Ltd went into administration.

I have had con¬ 
versations with an officer at 
Dudley Council to find out 
where it went wrong and 
how we had worked to sup¬ 
port people living there.” 

Staffordshire County 
Council stepped in to pay 
staff wages after concerns 
were raised about Elysian 
Care Ltd’s financial viability 
at the start of last month. 
The home was registered in¬ 
dependently with the county 
council and Dudley Council.

NAPOLEON once dismissed 
Britain as ‘a nation of shopkeep¬ 
ers. Well according to a rath¬ 
er new depressing survey into 
our towns and cities, the Black 
Country and its environs is now a 
region of bookies, pawnbrokers 
and kebab shops. 

Now, I really would like to be 
angry about the study by retail 
analysts Harper Dennis Hobbs, 
which ranks Dudley the worst 
of Britain’s 500 main shopping 
destinations, with Halesowen, 
Bilston and Rugeley faring only 
marginally better. However, it is 
surely only telling us what we 
already know. Indeed, judging 
from the public reaction to the 
study, the main bone of conten¬ 
tion among people in this area 
is how Wolverhampton, which 
comes in at a middling 262nd 
place in the survey, is not down 
there with them. 

Outraged civic leaders say the 
figures fail to take into account 
the many regeneration schemes 
lined up for their areas. But aside 
from the proposed new Deben- 
hams store at the Mander Cen¬ 
tre, which will hopefully give Wol¬ 
verhampton a boost, what else 
is in the pipeline to turn around 
these towns which persistently 
punch below their weight? Is a 
new market place in Dudley real¬ 
ly going to bring back the likes of 
Beatties? I doubt it. 

Of course, it is unfair to lay 
all the blame at cash-strapped 
councils, which in reality do 
not have as much power as we 
would like to think over where 
retailers choose to locate. What 
would be nice, though, would be 
for our leaders to admit there is 
a problem, instead of indignantly 
protesting at the unfairness of it 
all. Talking up tourism really isn’t 
much help when it comes to the 
weekly shop. 

The one ray of hope is the 
Queen’s Square shopping cen¬ 
tre in West Bromwich, which has 
breathed some life into the town 
by giving people what they want 
- large retail units with ample car 
parking, which are able to attract 
the big-name retailers. More 
please. 

I’m a Black Country lad, and 
I will always support my local 
town, whatever the surveys say. 
But I do this out of blind loyal¬ 
ty, in pretty much the same way 
that I will always support Aston 
Villa, even though, more often 
than not, this involves paying out 
for an experience which leaves 
me feeling deflated and disheart¬ 
ened. 

The trouble is, I suspect I am 
one of a dying breed, and this 
cannot bode well for the Black 
Country at all. Just as many 
youngsters today reject the du¬ 
bious pleasures of supporting 
their underachieving local teams 
in favour of watching the expen¬ 
sively assembled stars of Chel¬ 
sea, Manchester City or United 
on television, how likely is it that 
many of the younger generation 
will continue to support the likes 
of our ailing towns and cities, 
when they can just hop on a train 
to the bright lights of Birming¬ 
ham’s Bull Ring?

WHAT’S in a name? Well, plenty 
as it happens, particularly when 
it comes to the identity of the 
Black Country. 

Greater Birmingham is dead. 
Long live the West Midlands 
Combined Authority or Birming¬ 
ham and the Black Country, the 
councillors haven’t figured that 
one out quite yet. 

Five councils have joined forc¬ 
es to work on matters that affect 
them all and take advantage of 
whatever new powers or fund¬ 
ing they might be offered by the 
Government. 

And the reason they have 
done it is because the Heart of 
England is in danger of becom¬ 
ing a squeezed middle. The 
south east is expanding. The 
northern towns and cities are 
teaming up. 

If the Black Country and Brum 
are to get any more than crumbs 
off the table they have to be 
pulling in the same direction. 
At least that’s the theory behind 
the long-running saga of Greater 
Birmingham. 

The problem was that every 
time some well-meaning person 
uttered it in the hope of drawing 
attention to the West Midlands, 
all it did was provoke a debate 
about identity. 

The use of Greater Birming¬ 
ham in any sort of marketing 
exercise did not result in nation¬ 
al newspapers writing how the 
West Midlands was on the up 
but how its various towns were 
up in arms about something the 
London elite found to be terribly 
quaint. But the Black Country is 
the Black Country. It won’t sim¬ 
ply be quietly absorbed. We ay 
Brummies. 

The name Greater Birming¬ 
ham was supposed to be about 
unity and solidarity. In fact it just 
turned out to be terribly divisive. 

The combined authority is 
nothing to really get hot under 
the collar about. No-one is sug¬ 
gesting a new layer of bureau¬ 
cracy or generous allowances 
for councillors. Nor are they 
planning on having yet more 
elections that barely anyone will 
bother turning out to vote in. 

But ever since the coalition 
parties and Labour promised 
Scotland far greater control over 
its own affairs, there has been a 
lot of talk about doing the same 
in England. 

That means whether it’s the 
Tories, Labour or another coali¬ 
tion featuring one or the other af¬ 
ter the General Election, some¬ 
thing has to exist in the West 
Midlands to take advantage of 
anything that’s on offer. 

We’re already playing catch 
up. Greater Manchester has had 
one for a few years. 

Maybe that’s why the name 
Greater Birmingham seemed to 
roll off so many tongues. As a re¬ 
gion we need to get our swagger 
back and remember what a big 
deal we all are, particularly when 
we’re on the same side. 

Birmingham is bigger than 
Manchester. It’s the second city. 
It’s time for the West Midlands to 
show London we should be pri¬ 
ority number one.

“It is one of the most popular activ¬ 
ities on our site for good reason and it 
especially resonates with children, the 
group which would have suffered the 
most at the hands of lax labour laws.” 

Ken Bradley, chairman of the Friends 
of the Black Country Museum group, 
said: “The museum wanted to illustrate 
how vital mining was to the area and 
how dangerous that work was. 

“The site that the museum is built on 
actually had many working mines and 
there were enquiries made as to whether 
one of them could be used but the idea 
was turned down by the mine safety peo¬ 
ple as there were lots of problems with 
it. 

“The director decided that a way 
around this would be to do a recon¬ 
struction mine and that is how it came 
about.” 

Mr Bradley said the contractors 
brought in to construct the mine were 
also involved with the living history Jor- 
vik Viking attraction in York. 

“The contractors at the time made 
panels out of synthetic materials to 
simulate the coalface,” Mr Bradley said. 
“But when they were laying them they 
came across a real coal seam. 

“Although they weren’t allowed to 
leave the seam itself open they actually 
took patterns and remade the panels to 
look exactly the same.” 

He added: “My father was a coal 
miner in a real working mine and step¬ 
ping into the reconstruction for the 
first time all those years ago suddenly 
brought everything back because it is so 
realistic.” 

As part of the anniversary celebra¬ 
tions the original tour guides have been 
invited back to the museum to take a 
tour themselves to commemorate the 
milestone. 

Bryan Harris, of Gornal, 78, was a 
mine guide for more than 20 years from 
the 1989 opening. The former banker 
decided after he retired that he wanted 
to do something completely different. He 
said: “I loved every minute of it.” 


Museum’s 


The Black Country Living 
Museum coal mine exhibit 
is 25 years old. CHARLIE 
BENTON reports 

ITS dark, winding tunnels have 
transported a generation of 
museum visitors back in time 
to the subterranean world of 
the Black Country’s mining 
past. 

Now the Black Country Living 
Museum is celebrating 25 years 
since its £1 million man-made coal 
mine exhibit first opened to the pub¬ 
lic. 

Four million visitors have been taken 
‘into the thick’ since November 1989, up 
to 1,500 a day during peak times. 

The Black Country was famous for the 
Staffordshire Thick Coal, which lay be¬ 
neath much of the area in seams up to 
10 metres thick and the mine exhibit was 
created to show how miners worked the 
thick coal and other seams in the Black 
Country in about 1850. 

Maze 

The mine itself is a ‘drift mine’, ac¬ 
cessed by walking down a sloping tunnel. 

As it comes to an end it splits into a 
maze of roadways and working areas, 
recreating the underground conditions 
as they would have been more than 160 
years ago, with the roof coming as low as 
1.5 metres in some places. 

The mine, which wasn’t built until 10 
years after the museum itself was first 
opened, was the brainchild of former 
director of the museum Ian Walden and 
was funded entirely by the council and 
local businesses. 

In total, there are over 200 metres 
worth of tunnels which makes the Into 
the Thick exhibit one of the largest, if 
not the largest, replica mine tours in the 
UK.

After originally looking at opening 
up an old mine, the museum chose to 
use cement blocks to build a brand new, 
man-made mine to prevent risks to visi¬ 
tors and minimise flooding. 

Despite being unsafe to reopen as an 
exhibit, the museum has a total of 42 
disused mineshafts underneath it. Two 
of them are preserved at the Racecourse 
Colliery and Brook Shaft areas of the 
museum. 

Back in the 1800s many of the mines 
across the Black Country not only en¬ 
dangered their workers, but also those 


who lived in houses above them, which 
were slowly ‘pit-pulled’ down into the 
empty space below. The museum has an 
example of the phenomenon on-site in 
the form of a ‘tilted cottage’. 

“It’s easy to forget the kind of work¬ 
ing conditions miners were subjected 
to,” said David Eveleigh, Director of 
Collections, Learning & Research at 
the museum. “The mine tour is impor¬ 
tant because it immerses our visitors 
into the world of the miner in a way 
that hearing or reading about it simply 
can’t.

REMEMBRANCE Sunday 
is always the most moving 
day of the year. 

At 11am I joined thou¬ 
sands at Coronation Gar¬ 
dens to remember those 
who made the ultimate 
sacrifice for their country. 
So many people paid their 
respects, many more than I 
remember when I marched 
through the town with the 
Cubs as a child. 

As I laid my wreath I re¬ 
flected on those who fought 
for the freedom and democ¬ 
racy we take for granted. We 
owe a huge debt to all who 
defend the values that make 
Britain the greatest country 
in the world. 

Earlier I attended the 
service at Grazebrook Park 
which I organise with Coun¬ 
cillor Shaukat Ali, Deputy 
Mayor Steve Waltho and the 
Friends of Buffrey Park. We 
were joined by Dudley Air 
Cadets and veterans Gordon 
Willetts and John Deane. 
Reverend Caroline Wickens 
led our service and Maggie 
O’Hara led a beautiful ren¬ 
dition of Abide With Me. 

I finished the day at Cen¬ 
tral Methodist for their an¬ 
nual Remembrance Service. 
It is always a really fitting 
end to Dudley’s tribute. 

Everyone knows immigra¬ 
tion can be controversial but 
I wasn’t prepared for the re¬ 
action when I raised it with 
David Cameron. 

I told the Commons that 
people in Dudley don’t think 
people should come here 
to be unemployed. People 
should work and pay taxes 
before claiming benefits. 
They certainly don’t think 
it’s fair that child benefit is 


claimed for children abroad. 
The emails and letters I’ve 
received show most people 
think that’s common-sense. 
It didn’t go down so well in 
Westminster. 

The Prime Minister 
scoffed and sneered, saying 
I shouldn’t raise the issue. 
The Guardian said I’d stood 
up to “add his jackboot to 
immigrants”! I knew some 
would not agree but I didn’t 
anticipate being called a 
Nazi. 

I don’t go to Parliament 
to say what the London elite 
want to hear. I’m there to 
speak up for people in Dud¬ 
ley. 

I’ve been listening to local 
people and raising their 
concerns since I became an 
MP nine years ago. I told 
the Labour Government it 


was making mistakes — in¬ 
cluding on Eastern Europe 
— and immigration was too 
high. But this Government 
gets it wrong too. David 
Cameron promised he’d get 
immigration down to the 
tens of thousands but it’s 
gone up to over 240,000. 
The asylum system is in 
chaos and foreign criminals 
are not being deported. 

I’ve always said that if you 
want to live in Britain you 
must be prepared to work 
hard and pay your way, obey 
the law and speak English. 
There’s no other way to play 
a full part in British society. 

Most people think that if 
you have the skills we need 
and are working and con¬ 
tributing you’re welcome 
but they also think people 
shouldn’t be free to claim 


benefits without paying in 
first. That’s just not fair to 
people working hard and 
paying taxes. 

I promise that if elected 
next May I will push for 
these measures in a new 
Immigration Bill: 

Reform the benefits sys¬ 
tem. People must wait be¬ 
fore claiming and should 
only get benefits after pay¬ 
ing in. No Child Benefit for 
children abroad. 

Tighter border controls. 
The border force has been 
cut so the number stopped 
and sent home has fallen by 
45 per cent. They need more 
resources. 

Bring back fingerprinting 
at Calais. The Government 
scrapped fingerprinting so 
illegal immigrants can’t be 
identified and turned round. 
Deport foreign criminals. 
People guilty of serious 
crimes should be banned 
from coming in the first 
place. 

Charge for NHS care. 
People who come to Britain 
should pay up front or their 
country should foot the bill. 

Councils should adopt the 
policy we have in Dudley 
where you only get on the 
housing list if you’ve lived or 
worked locally for two years. 

The minimum wage must 
be enforced to stop unscru¬ 
pulous employers exploiting 
foreign labour and under¬ 
cutting British workers. 
Raise fines to £50,000, ban 
exploitative zero hours con¬ 
tracts and stop recruitment 
agencies hiring solely over¬ 
seas. If a large firm can’t 
find a British worker to fill 
a vacancy and has to hire 
abroad, they should train a 
British apprentice too.

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Cannabis farm move was bid 
to buy grandparents a kitchen 


Singer says no 
to £500m deal 

ROBERT Plant has reportedly turned down 
more than £500 million to take part in a 
Led Zeppelin reunion tour. 

The rock legend was promised the huge 
sum from Richard Branson in return for 
35 dates in three cities. But despite all the 
other members of the group signing up, 
Plant reportedly ripped up the contract. 

The tour would have earned the singer 
and fellow founders Jimmy Page and John 
Paul Jones £190 million each before tax. 
But Plant, aged 66, said it wasn’t the right 
thing to do. A source said: “They have tried 
to talk him round but there is no chance. 
His mind is made up and that’s that.” 

The cash was to be split between Plant, 
Page, 70, and Jones, 68, while Jason Bon¬ 
ham, 48, son of late drummer John, would 
have been paid a wage to perform. 


A MAN who allowed his property to 
be used for the production of canna¬ 
bis, so he could pay for a new kitch¬ 
en for his grandparents, has walked 
free from court. 

Wolverhampton Crown Court heard Tal- 
winder Singh Sandhu rented a property in Dud¬ 
ley after being offered £10,000 by criminals. 

Sandhu, aged 20, of Furlong Walk, Lower 
Gornal, was handed a 10-month jail sentence, 
suspended for two years, after pleading guilty to 
allowing his premises to be used for the produc¬ 


tion of cannabis. He was also ordered to do 125 
hours unpaid community work and pay £250 
costs plus £100 victim surcharge. 

Mr Howard Searle, prosecuting, said that in 
May Sandhu took on the lease of premises in 
Brettell Street, Dudley. 

On June 25 police raided the property and 
found two rooms turned over to the production 
of cannabis. 

They found 117 cannabis plants, 66 in a ma¬ 
ture state, and 51 seedlings. 

“The mature plants alone had a value of be¬ 
tween £12,000 and £48,000, depending on the 


yield,” he said. “If they were split up, the street 
value would have been very much more.” 

Sandhu told police he was not involved in the 
production of the plants but had been offered 
£10,000 to allow his premises to be used for that 
purpose. “He said he was going to by his grand¬ 
parents a new kitchen with some of the money, 
and keep the rest for himself,” added Mr Searle. 

Mr Mukhtar Ubhi, for Sandhu, said a sus¬ 
pended sentence would be appropriate and 
Sandhu was starting work for his father. 

Judge Robin Onions told Sandhu: “You are 
really a rather silly young man.”

War painting has vanished

A PRICELESS painting depicting a Brier- 
ley Hill war hero rescuing a fallen soldier 
from the trenches has gone missing. 

The oil painting depicting First World 
War soldier Sergeant William Jordan res¬ 
cuing a wounded comrade in May 1915, 
was painted by artist Francis Gibbons. Mr 
Gibbons, who lived in Wordsley, donated it 
as a gift to be hung in Brierley Hill council 
chamber in 1917. 

The picture was later moved to Brierley 
Hill’s old free library, in Moor Street, and 
remained there until the 1970s when it was 
moved to the new library in High Street. 

Sgt WH Jordan, of the South Stafford¬ 
shire Regiment, who lived in Campbell 
Street, Brockmoor, died on the opening day 
of the Battle of Loos on September 25,1915. 

The painting’s history was researched by 
members of Brierley Hill Civic Society who 


photographed the painting last July. But 
the painting is now missing. 

Civic society Tim Sunter said: “It is very 
sad that the picture now seems to be lost. 
Given the historical context of the painting 
it must be viewed as being irreplaceable and 
therefore priceless. It would be a tragedy if 
it was lost for future generation.” 

Dudley Councillor Hilary Bills, who is in 
charge of libraries in the borough, said: “It 
has been stored in the publicly accessible 
map cabinet in the library, as part of the 
local history collection, and we were sad¬ 
dened to discover that the picture appears 
to have been stolen. 

“We would urge anyone with information 
about its whereabouts to let us know as we 
would be only too happy to display it as part 
of our tribute to the 100th anniversary of 
the First World War”

AN up-and-coming motocross rider who has been selected 
for the British Youth National side has spoken of his sad¬ 
ness after thieves stole his two bikes worth up to £10,000 
justhours after a competition. 

Kyai Bailey’s parents say his dreams have been shattered 
after the bikes were taken by raiders who broke into a van 
where they had been kept. 

Thieves smashed windows to get into the van, owned by 
Kyai’s father Matthew who runs pallet company Paltech, 
in Halesowen, in the early hours on Monday, November 3. 

The van was parked on the drive way of Kyai’s grandpar¬ 
ents home in Park Walk, Quarry Bank. 

The 13-year-old, who attends The Wordsley School, said: 
“I am really shocked. It is heartbreaking.” 

The two machines are both big-wheeled KTM bikes, 
worth a total of around £10,000. Both had distinctive mark¬ 
ings including the number 381.

490 children are 


waiting to be 
adopted now 


ALMOST 500 children are 
waiting to be adopted in the 
West Midlands. 

First4Adoption, the na¬ 
tional adoption informa¬ 
tion service for England, 
revealed that 250,000 peo¬ 
ple used the service since it 
launched in January 2013, 
with new figures released 
by the Department for Edu¬ 
cation showing 490 children 
are waiting to be adopted in 
the West Midlands. 

Gemma Gordon-John- 
son, head of service at Fir- 
st4Adoption, said: “There 
have been important im¬ 
provements in the adoption 
system that has made it 
easier to place children with 
families as quickly as possi¬ 
ble. But there is still more 


to be done. We need more 
people to come forward and 
start their adoption story 
if the needs of all children, 
for who adoption is the best 
option, are going to be met.” 

The independent organ¬ 
isation is run by a consor¬ 
tium of children’s charities 
and supported by the De¬ 
partment for Education, 
was set up to create greater 
transparency around the 
adoption process. 

Families Minister Ed¬ 
ward Timpson, who has 
two adopted brothers, said: 
“With thousands of chil¬ 
dren across the country still 
waiting for a loving home, 
it’s vital we continue to do 
all we can to recruit new 
parents.” 


A WIDOW whose husband 
died after heart surgery has 
welcomed the resignation of 
the surgeon involved. 

Ian Wilson left New Cross Hos¬ 
pital for ‘personal reasons’ last 
month. 

Mr Wilson had been sacked from the 
Queen Elizabeth Hospital, Birming¬ 
ham, after being accused of fiddling 
surgery results. 

He has also been criticised by the 
Birmingham and Solihull coroner who 
is investigating 15 deaths. 

Extensive 

The coroner found surgery under¬ 
taken by Mr Wilson had been ‘more 
extensive than necessary’ in three of 
the deaths. One of the cases involved 
Peter Brookes, aged 72, from Hale¬ 
sowen, in 2011. He needed a triple 
heart bypass but his wife Margaret 
said that more was done.

“I’m pleased that he’s left New 
Cross. There’s been a lot of anger and 
grief in the past three years,” she said. 

“The QE have been very sup¬ 
portive with us and we can’t believe 
everything has gone on this long. He 
never said sorry for what happened at 
all to any of the familiesinvolved.” 

A General Medical Council inquiry 
into Mr Wilson is ongoing. 

He had initially been working at 
New Cross on a voluntary basis, under 
intense supervision, before working as 
a locum. 

The inquest concluded that the op¬ 
eration on Mr Brookes was more ex¬ 
tensive than was necessary and led to 
extra time in theatre, causing more 
harm. 

Coroner Louise Hunt said this trig¬ 
gered low blood pressure and a cardiac 
arrest which caused brain damage. Mr 


Brookes suffered further cardiac ar¬ 
rests in intensive care. 

She made identical comments in 
recording narrative verdicts into the 
deaths of Alan Tringham, who had 
surgery in June 2012, and Alan Lucas, 
whose operation was in April 2012. 

An internal investigation at the 
University Hospitals Birmingham 
(UHB) Trust found Mr Wilson under 
reported the length of time that 500 
patients were on bypass by a total of 
329 hours - or 13.7 days. 

Waiting 

Mrs Brookes said: “We’re now wait¬ 
ing to see what happens with the GMC 
inquiry, but we hope that he doesn’t 
end up working somewhere else.” 

UHB alleged that Mr Wilson had 
shortened the length of time his pa¬ 
tients were recorded on heart-lung 
bypass to give the impression his op¬ 
erations were going more smoothly 
than they were. 


Foreign suspects 
and criminals are 
being sent home 


MORE than 200 convict¬ 
ed and suspected foreign 
criminals — including al¬ 
leged murderers, rapists 
and fraudsters — have 
been arrested and removed 
from the West Midlands 
over five years under the 
European Arrest Warrant. 

Figures released by the 
Home Office show that 
in the region, 223 wanted 
individuals have been sur¬ 
rendered to foreign author¬ 
ities under the measure. 
More than 50 people had 
been wanted for alleged 
theft offences, 16 for al¬ 
leged drugs trafficking and 
33 for suspected fraud. 

The figures included 
four alleged murderers, six 
suspected rapists, nine sus¬ 
pected armed robbers and 
eight people wanted for 
alleged immigration and 
human trafficking offences. 


Off the 223, 123 were 
surrendered to Poland. 
Other countries included 
the Czech Republic with 18 
and Lithuania with 13. 

In the last five years, 
2,534 convicted and sus¬ 
pected foreign criminals 
have been arrested and 
removed from the 10 larg¬ 
est urban areas of England 
and Wales using the meas¬ 
ure. 

The Home Office has 
said it was determined to 
hunt down and remove for¬ 
eign offenders and warned 
powers to remove murder¬ 
ers, paedophiles, traffick¬ 
ers and rapists would be 
significantly diminished 
without the European 
Arrest Warrant. I it was 
not in place, 22 European 
member states would re¬ 
fuse to extradite their own 
nationals back to Britain.

X-rated Cheryl is 
still Only Human

CHERYL has changed her 
surname so many times 
that it has apparently been 
dropped now that she has re¬ 
leased her fourth album, Only 
Human (Polydor). 

Never the strongest singer in Girls 
Aloud, her solo material has seldom 
lived up to her celebrity but she is get¬ 
ting things mostly right on Only Hu¬ 
man, despite courting controversy with 
her liberal use of the f-word. We know 
she can do up-tempo dance-pop, I 
Don’t (xxxxing) Care, the quirky Crazy 
Stupid Love (with guest Tinie Tempah) 
and frantic Firecracker (on the deluxe 
album) prove that. But this time she 
actually achieves a decent ballad the, 
admitedly vocodered, title track. 

Blending Philadelphia smooth disco 
with Bacharach-like pop sophistica¬ 
tion, Rumer returns with an album of 
new material that lives up to the prom¬ 
ise of her million-selling debut Sea¬ 
sons of the Soul. Into Colour (Atlantic 
Records), featuring the 70s sounding 
Dangerous, is a mellow album and 
well-crafted to appeal to fans of The 
Carpenters and Carly Simon. 

Jessie J has finally broken big in 
America with Bang Bang, helped by 
guest Nicki Minaj. It is a stand-out track 
on her third album Sweet Talker (Lava) 
on which stateside R&B dominates her 
Essex girl pop. Other highlights include 
retro 80s club groove Seal Me With A 
Kiss (featuring De La Soul) and Burnin’ 
Up. Lyrically Jessie seems obsessed 
with people who don’t like her music. 
She’s in concert at Birmingham 02 
Academy on January 27. 

American rock veteran singer-song- 
writer Jackson Browne takes a wea¬ 
ry look at the world and gently urges 
defiance to the friends of fracking and

firearms on his 14th album Standing In 
The Breach (Inside Recordings). He is 
in concert at Birmingham Symphony 
Hall on Monday, November 17. 

Edwin Starr was, until his death 
in 2003, the UK’s favourite soul man 
thanks to his decision to leave the US 
to pursue his career in Britain, basing 
himself near Birmingham. His 1971 
funk and soul album Involved has 
been remastered and reissued on CD 
by BBR. It includes his best known 
song, War, plus covers including Sly 
Stone’s Stand and George Harrison’s 
My Sweet Lord. The package includes 
14 bonus tracks. Or experience Mo- 
town’s rawest voice on the remastered 
reissue 1968 debut Soul Master in¬ 
cluding hits Agent Double-O-Soul, 
Stop Her On Sight, Headline News.

Emotive look at Children 
on the Move during war 


THE stories of children sent 
away to live with new families 
during the Second World War 
is being told in an exhibition. 

Many youngsters from across Eng¬ 
land ended up in Staffordshire as they 
were ushered away from the firing 
line. And they built up relationships 
with their new families that ended up 
lasting a lifetime. 

Evocative images are on display at 
the Museum of Cannock Chase in Hed¬ 
nesford in the Children on the Move 
exhibition. 

Among the evacuees was Daphne 
Slade, who was evacuated from Lon¬ 
don to Norton Canes at the age of five. 

She remembers clearly the blackout 
in London and how the kerbs were 
painted so people ‘wouldn’t knock into 
each other’ as they walked. 

Her parents had letters about 
the evacuation and decided to send 
Daphne and her sister on ‘The City of 
Benares’, a ship travelling to Canada. 

They were sent instead with a dis¬ 
tant auntie and uncle in Norton Canes 
and travelled there by train by them¬ 
selves. The couple were publicans and

Daphne learned to play the piano in 
their bar. When the London bombing 
got worse her parents moved in with 
them and then got a house three doors 
down. 

Ivy Field, from Birmingham, ended 
up at Pipewood boarding school for 
girls near Rugeley. She had originally 
been taken to Henley-in-Arden in War¬ 
wickshire before being transferred. 

At Pipewood, Ivy spent a lot of time 
outside with the rest of the boarders, 
tending to chickens and her little veg¬ 
etable patch, and attending the local 
church on Sundays. 

She can remember the monthly Sun¬ 
day visits by her family, and received 
one or two visits from her cousin who 
was based at Hednesford. 

Ivy said she thanks her time at Pipe- 
wood for teaching her skills she might 
otherwise not have had the chance to 
learn, like typing, filleting fish and 
dancing. While she was at Pipewood 
her house received a direct hit, so she 


could never return to her original fam¬ 
ily home. All of her family had been 
out of the house at the time, and so 
they were all safe. 

Another Pipewood evacuee was 
Ethel Ridley, who travelled there from 
Sparkbrook in Birmingham. 

Children such as Shirley Webb had 
come from as far away as Kent, where 
she left behind her parents to stay in 
Colton. 

Along with her brother, they were 
taken to the biggest house in the vil¬ 
lage which stood in its own grounds. 

They were taken care of by their 
18-year-old daughter who did not re¬ 
ally know how to look after small chil¬ 
dren. Shirley and her brother ended 
up spending more time with the house 
servants. They shared their meals with 
the servants and the cook in particu¬ 
lar was a lovely lady who used to take 
them back to her home in Rugeley. 

The exhibition runs until December 
19. Collections officer Yvonne Cooper 
said: “There is a wide range of stories 
about children that were evacuated. 

“We have complemented it with 
artefacts from out own Second World 
War collection, which adds more to it.”

LEWIS Carrington was born to be a star. 
A natural funnyman, he won the nation’s 
hearts in the TV documentary Grimefighters. 

Known as Lew to his friends, he laughs 
easily as he recalls his brush with fame and 
as the unlikely adopted ambassador for the 
city of Wolverhampton. 

Topping 1,500 members of his 
Grimefighters’ Fan Club on social networking 
website Facebook, Lew had his supporters 
clamouring for him to appear in the New 
Year’s Honours list. 

Still a well-known character on the city 
streets four years after sharing his unique 
take on life before the cameras, Lew is now 
enjoying retirement from his life of grime

“There was a charity collection going on 
in the road where people had left clothing in 
bags for pick up. By the time I’d found out 
that the cat had been put into one of them, 
it had been collected by the chanty and the 
van was disappearing down the road. 

“Somebody was gong to get a surprise,” 
adds Lew with a wry smile.

Family matters to James 
as the search continues 


J ames Nesbitt is hands down 
one of the best actors on 
television and has been for a 
while now. 

Everything he puts his name to 
oozes quality and he has a range 
that takes some beating. 

At a time when the idea of another 
legal, medical or police procedural 
drama makes us yawn, it can’t be 
easy picking a credible role, but 
simply by being in The Missing, 
Nesbitt has made it fantastic 
television. 

Of course, this particular drama is 
helped along no end by the fact that 
Nesbitt is joined by such a top- 
drawer cast, but Frances O’Connor, 
who plays Emily Hughes in the 
hard-hitting drama, couldn’t speak 
more highly of her co-star. 

She explains: “I love acting with 
Jimmy because he just brings it! 
Every time you do a scene, he steps 
up and really gives it a hundred per 
cent for you. I love all the choices he 
makes, he’s great. We’ve had to do 
some really tricky scenes but he’s 
been very supportive.” 

O’Connor isn’t exaggerating when 


she talks of those tricky scenes. 

With such a sensitive subject matter 
- a little boy going missing while on 
holiday in France - it’s little wonder 
the nation has taken this eight-part 
drama into their hearts, and 
O’Connor didn’t need much time to 
think about signing up to the part. 

“I just loved these scripts - I 
thought they were brilliant,” she 
explains. “I was sent two and 
wanted to read more because 
they’re just such great page-turners. 
The other great thing about the 
scripts is that the dialogue is so real 
and psychologically so true. So 
when you’re acting, you feel it’s 
really rock solid in terms of 
character and it’s very easy to 
believe in the story.” 

She continues: “Because I’m a 
mother, I instantly related to the 
story. I did a bit of research about 
what it’s like for people whose 
children have gone missing but 
really I just had to use my 
imagination. It’s every parent’s worst 
nightmare so I found it pretty easy to 
access the emotions for it.” 

The actress seems to be drawn to 
complex, thought-provoking dramas 


- when we last saw her in Mr 
Selfridge, her character Rose had 
announced she was dying - but she 
insists that the tricky subject areas 
are all brilliantly dealt with here 
thanks to the writing. 

She says of The Missing: “The 
storytelling is really clever and really 
sharp which you can feel when 
you’re playing it. There are multiple 
strands to the story which are very 
cleverly interwoven.” 

We reach the halfway mark 
tonight, and Oliver’s disappearance 
continues to take its toll on James 
and Frances’ characters. As we pay 
a visit to 2006, the case is thrown 
into disarray by a murder, and Tony 
(Nesbitt) is left horrified when 
someone who he thought was his 
friend is revealed not to be the 
person they claimed to be. 

In the present day, Julien (Tcheky 
Karyo) is on a mission to 
reinvestigate the links between the 
dead witness and Oliver’s 
disappearance, while raking over 
the past starts to take its toll on 
Emily (O’Connor) and her 
relationship with Mark (Jason 
Flemyng).

Rapide a dream machine 


By Matt Joy 


You don’t have to be selfish to 
drive an Aston Martin; the beau¬ 
tiful Rapide S allows you to take 
three friends with you in four- 
door coupe style. For 2014 As¬ 
ton has tweaked the looks and 
the mechanicals to make this a 
200mph dream machine. 

As with most Aston Martins, there 
is much about the Rapide S that is 
reassuringly familiar. The DB9-based 
exterior is as beautiful as ever, but is 
distinct from that car on account of the 
bullish nose as well as the extra pair 
of doors. 

Of greater significance is the adoption 



of a new eight-speed automatic transmis¬ 
sion which not only promises smoother 
shifts and the extra ratios but also a higher 
top speed; the Rapide S can now bust the 
200mph barrier for the first time. The sus¬ 
pension has also been tweaked to improve 
the ride and handling and there are some 
new trim options too. 

The Rapide S has the kind of looks to 
grab your attention whether you want it to 
or not; it has curves, grace and a swagger 
that is hard not to love, even if you’re not 
the fortunate person behind the wheel. The 
changes to the 2014 version only go as far 
as some new colour options- notably Dia- 
valo Red which was previously only availa¬ 
ble on the limited edition Zagato - and new 
ten-spoke alloy wheels. 

It might seem incongruous to think of 
an Aston Martin as being practical, but the 
Rapide S is designed to carry four people 
and their luggage. If you’re sitting in the 
front then getting comfortable is a cinch, 
with plenty of adjustment in the seats and 
good space. 

In the rear space it is a little tighter, but 
unless you scale over 6ft tall the rear seats 
are cosy and cocooning. The boot space 
is useful too, with the ability to fold the rear 
seats and increase the space. 

The things that haven’t changed about 
the Rapide S are still brilliant, chiefly the 
sensational 6.0-litre VI2 engine, but the 
new gearbox allows you to get the best 
from it. In automatic mode the shifts are 
smoother and faster, so you can ooze 
around town just using the mighty torque. 
A firmer squeeze and the Rapide S accel¬ 
erates with ease, while you can switch to 
manual control of the gearbox to fully ex¬ 
ploit the huge power reserves. 

The Rapid S also manages to handle

like the sports car it is based on, despite 
being larger and heavier than the DB9. 
The steering is responsive but not too 
sharp, the ride controlled and the handling 
very reassuring for a car costing close to 
£150,000. It’s a significant improvement on 
what was already excellent. 

It’s hard to make a case for the Rapide S 
being good value for money with a sticker 
price like that, but you certainly get a lot 
for your cash. Those sensational looks, the 
magnificent engine, the cabin swathed in 
fine leather and a kick-ass Bang & Olufsen 


audio system. You can This is a car for the 
wealthy, no doubt, and although the well- 
heeled do tend to be fussy about what they 
buy it’s safe to say they will be impressed 
by the Rapide S. A couple could use it as 
the ultimate GT with plenty of space for 
long weekends, while parents could com¬ 
plete the school run if they want to give 
their kids instant playground kudos. 

This car summed up in a single word: 
Divine.

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Toyota powering hybrids 


Hybrid cars now make up 
almost a quarter of Toyota’s 
sales in the UK, the firm has 
announced. 

Thanks to huge increases in 
sales figures for the British-built 
Auris Hybrid and good results for 
the new Aygo and low-C02 RAV4, 
Toyota GB is up 4.5 per cent ver¬ 
sus last year. 

In total, 22.5 per cent of those 


sales were of petrol-electric hy¬ 
brids. 

The Auris Hybrid has sold 20.6 per 
cent more units than at this point in 
2013, and its popularity has grown to 
include almost half of all Auris sales in 
the UK. 

Meanwhile, the Aygo has made an 
“immediate impact” according to Toy¬ 
ota, selling almost 20 per cent better 
than the old model. 

The RAV4, which in recent years has 


been reduced to very small volumes in 
the face of stronger competition from 
the likes of Nissan and Volkswagen, 
has seen an 80 per cent boost in fleet 
sales thanks to a lower-C02 diesel op¬ 
tion. 

Hybrid power is also proving popu¬ 
lar in the supermini Yaris. A quarter of 
those bought in the UK are equipped 
with the proven and self-recharging 
full hybrid system pioneered in the late 
1990s by the Prius.
